PARIS, Nov. 6.—It now is regard-

4 NEW TOWBOATS 


New | Additions to Fleet to 
Begin Carrying ¢ Illinois 
Coal to Minnesota Next 
Spring. 


EACH OF BOATS 
COST $375,000 


New Vessels, Finest Ever! 
Constructed for Service on 
Mississippi, Little Like 
Old Packets. 


There was a great tooting of whis- 
tles riverward yesterday about 4 p. 
m.—shrill, excited, little tug blasts; 
sharp locomotive “staccatos; deeper, 
sullen mutterings from the -packets 
at the levee, and, at intervals, a so- 
norous bass reverberating through 
the downtown and well toward the 
residence limits. ‘ 

The cause of all the 
came sailing out of 
—four great, powerful, 
hounds of the river ‘coming to 
take their place in® the fleets 
with which the Federal Gov- 
ernment™ is trying to coax ship- 
pers back to the Mississippis—the 
towboats Missouri, Illinois; Minnesota 
and Ipwa, $1,500,000 worth ower 
to complete the restoration of traffic 
upon the great stream from St. Paul 
to the Gulf. 

The tugs were excited—never in 
all their scurryings about this harbor 
had they seen such leviathans. The 
locomotives barked—here was a new 
rival capable of taking wherever the 
river leads five times #8 much of 
coal as all the freight cags they could 
haul could hold. e packets 
sulked—well they knew their day 
was ended by these 265-foot giants, 
whose engines stroke 2000 horse- 
power. 

Towboats Answcr Welcome. 

In pairs, the Missouri pushing the

The boats are the finest and most 
powerful of the stern-wheel type 
ever constructed for service on the 
Mississippi, and were designed by 
William §S. Mitchell, assistant Unit- 
ed States engineer for the St. Louis 
district. Their wheels. are virtually 
their only resemblance to the packet 
type from which they sprung. They 
are more nearly like the ocean 
steamship than any boats that here- 
tofore have appeared upon inland 
waters. 

The wooden hulls and gingerbread, 
scrolled superstructure of the pack- 
ets is replaced with all-steel con- 
struction from keel to pilotshouse. 
Steering is by compressed air. The 
jingle bell, time-honored on the 
packet, gives way to the electric 
buzzer. The anchor is a “spud,” a 
80-foot ‘steel plunger, 12 inches 
square, which, in time of distress, is 
driven, pile-like, in the bottom of 
the river. 

Cost $375,000 Each. 

There are quarters for 40 men and 
in them tub and shower baths, run-4 
ning. water and bunks that are iron 
beds hinged to swing up against the 
wall. Telephones run throughout the 
boat. There is an apparatus for clar- 
ifying and softening water and a re- 
frigeration plant for cooling it, drink- 
ing fountains at convenient places, 
an electric plant which lights the 
boat, even to its port and starboard 
searchlights. Their cost was $375,- 
000 each. 

The power is tandem compound 
condensing engines, the shafts of 
which are 35 inches in diameter and 
weigh 18% tons. 

The hull and lower decks of the 
boats are painted gray, with the two 
upper decks and pilot house white. 
The boats have 68-foot beam and an 
eight-foot depth of hold. This hold 
has a capacity of 550 toNs of fuel. 
Overhead traveling apparatus per- 
mits the movement of a ton of coal 
at a time to the boiler doors. 

It is expected that the boats, now 
virtually complete, will be finished 
before .ice begins to flow through 
the harbor. They will be given trials 
in the lower river during the winter

service men. 

Five Republicans—Capper, John- 
son, Kenyon, Ladd and La Follette 
supported the amendment, and two 


Democrats—Glass and Myers, voted 
against it. 

~The vote came after a bitter de- 
bate durtng which President Har- 
ding was assailed by Senator Stan- 
ley, Democrat, Kentucky, for what 
he described as the ‘‘order” given to 
the Senate to recommit the soldier 
bonus Dill. 

Senator Stanley declared there was 
only one power on earth that could 
have made the President “turn his 
back”’ on the 4,000,000 former serv- 
ice men. That power, he said, was 
‘the silent’ insidious and pitiless 
rower of Mammon that knew what 
it could do; that understood its au- 
thority ”’ 

None of the crown heads of E- 
repe would have dared to do, what 
the President did, Senator Stanley 
l, adding that the event wvould 
down as a “‘blot or history.” 

“The Senator from Missouri” (Mr. 
Reed), the speaker continued, “has 
Kiven you (the Republicans) an op- 
portunity to show whether you rep- 
resent your constituencies or wheth- 
er you represent Wall street by the 
proxy of Mellon and the. President;

HIE conference, nominally for the limitation of 
|"T armaments, that now gathers at Washington, may 
become a cardinal event in the history of mankind. 
It may mark a turning point in human affairs, or it 
may go on record as one of the last failures to stave off 
the disasters and destruction that gather about our race. 

In August, 1914, an age of insecure progress and ac- 
culnulation came to an end. When at last, on the most 
momentous summer night in history, the long prepara- 
tions of militarism burst their bounds and the little Bel- 
gian village Vise went up. in flames, men.-said: “This is 

a catastrophe.” But they found it hard to anticipate the 
aeunen of the catastrophe. They thought for the:most 
rert of the wounds and killing and burning of war and 
irvagined that when at last the war was oyer we should 
count our losses and go on again much as we did before 
1914. 

As well might a little shopkeeper murder his wife.in 
the night and expect to carry on “business as usual’ in 
the morning. ‘‘Business as usual”—that was the catch- 
word in Britain in 1914; of all the catchwords of the 
world it carries now the heaviest charge of irony. 

The catastrophe of 1914 is still going on. It does not 
end: it increases and spreads. This winter more people 
wiil suffer dreadful things and more people will die un- 
timely through the clash of 1914 than suffered and died 
in the first year of the war. It is true that the social 
collapse of Russia in 1917 and the exhaustion of food 
and munitions in Central Europe in 1918 produced a 
sort of degradation and enfeeblement of the combatant 
efforts of our race and that a futile conference at 
Versailles settled nothing, with an air of settling every- 
thing, but that was no more an end to disaster than it 
would be if a man who was standing up and receiving 
horrible wounds were to fall down and writhe and bleed 
in the,dust. _It would be merely a new phase of disaster. 
Since 1919 this world has not so much healed its 
wounds as realized its injuries. 

“Decay That Spreads and Spreads.” 

Chief among these injuries is the progressive economic 
breakdown, the magnitude of which we are only begin- 
ning to apprehend. The breakdown is a real decay that 
syreads and spreads. In a time of universal shortage 
there is an incfeasing paralysis in production; and there 
is a paralysis of production because the monetary sys- 
tem of the world, which was sustained by the honest 
co-operation of Governments, is breaking down. The 
fluctuations in the real value of money become greater 
and greater and they shake and shatter the entire 
fabric of social co-operation. 

Our civilization is, materially, a cash and credit sys- 
tem, dependent on men’s confidence in the value of 
money. But now money fails us and cheats us; we 
work for wages and they give us uncertain paper. No 
one now dare make contracts ahead; no one can fix up 
a stable wages agreement; no one knows what $100 or 
francs or potinds will mean in two years’ time. 

What is the goad of saving? What is the good of 
foresight? Business and employment become impossi- 
We. Unless money can be steadied and restored, our 
egonomic and social life will go on disintegrating, and 
it can be restored only by a world effort. 

But such a world effort to restore business and pros- 

ner is only possible between Gover#ments ‘sincerely 
peace, and because of the failure of Versailles there 
is nc such sincere peace. Everywhere the Governments, } 
and notably Japan and France, arm. Amidst the steady 
aisintegration of the present system Of things, they 
prepare for fresh wars, wars that can have only one 
end—an extension of the famine and social collapse 
that have already engulfed Russia to the rest of the 
orld. 
x Ir. Russia, in Austria, in many parts of Germany, this 
social decay is visible in actual ruins, in broken-down 
rai!ways and,suchlike machinery falling out of use. But 
even in Western Europe, in France and England, there 
is a shabbiness, there is a decline visible to anyone with 
a keen memory.

Yet no one knows better than I do that this very at- 
tractive, glitteringly attractive, thundering, towering 
city is in the utmost danger. Within a very few years 
the same chill wind of economic disaster that has 
wrecked Petersburg and broughf death to Vienna and 
Warsaw may be rusting ahd tarnishing all this glisten- 
ing, bristling vitality. In a little while, within my life- 
time, New York City may stand even more gaunt, ruin- 
ous, empty and haunted than that stricken and tetrible 
ruin, Petersburg. 

My mind was inadequate against the confident reality 
of a warm October afternoon, against bright clothes and 
enéless automobiles, against the universal suggestion 
that everything would shine on forever. And my mind 
{fs something worse than thus inadequate; I find it is 
deliberately evasive. It tries to run away from the 
task I have set it. I find my mind, at the slightest pre- 
text, slipping off from this difficult tangle of problems 
threugh which the Washington conference has to make 
its way. 

For instance, I have got it into my head that I shall 
owe it to myself to take a holiday after the conference, 
and two beautiful words have taken possession of my 
mind~—Florida and the Everglades. <A vision of ex- 
ploration amiist these wonderful sun-soaked swamps 
haunts me. I consult a guide book for information 
about Washington and the procedure of Congress, and 
I discover myself reading about Miami or Indian River. 

So it is we @re made. A good half of those who 
read this and who have been pulling themselves together 
{> think about the hard tasks and heavy dangers of in- 
ternational affairs will brighten up at this mention of 
a holiday in the Everglades—either because they have 
been there or because they would like to go. They will 
want to offer experiences and suggestions aad recome- 
mend hotels ana guides. | 

And apart from this triviality of the attention, this pa- 
thetic disposition to get as directly as possible to the 
nearest agreeable thoughts which I am certain every 
stutesman and politician at the conference shares in 
some measure with the reader and myself, we are also 
encumbered, every one of us, with prejudices and 


pi epossessions. 


Swayed by Patriotit Prejudices. 

There is patriotism—the passion that makes us see 
human affairs as‘a competitive game instead of a com- 
mon interest; a game.in which “our side,” by fair 
méuns or foul, has to get the better—inordinately—of 
the rest of mankind. For my own part, though I care 
very little for the British Empire, which I think a tem- 
porary patched-up thing, I have a passionate pride in 
being of the breed that produced such men as Shaks- 


peare, Milton, Bacon, Cromwell, Newton, Washington, 


Darwin, Nelson and Lincoln. And I love the peculiar 
humor and kindly temper of an English crowd and the 
scft beauty of an English countryside with a strong, 
possessive passion. , 

1 find it hard to think that other peoples matter 
suite as much ag the English. I want to serve the 
English and to justify the English. Intellectually, I 
know better, but no man’s intelligence is continually 
dominant; fatigue him or surprisé him, and habits and 
emotions take control. And not only that I have this 
bias which .will always tend to make me run crooked 
in favor of my: own people, but als» I come to Wash- 
ington with deep, irrational hostilities. 

For example: Political events have exasperated me 
with the present Polish Government. It is an unhappy 
thing that Poland should rise from being the unwilling 
siave of German and Russian reaction to become the 
willing tool of French reaction. But that is no reason 
why one should drift into a dislike of Poland and all 
things Polish, and because Poland is so ill-advised as 
to grab more than she is entitled to, that one should 
be disposed to give her less than she is entitled to. Yet 
I do find a drift in that direction, 

And prejudice soon breaks away into downright quar- 


relsomeness. It is amusing or distressing, as you will, 
to tind how easily I, as a professional peacemaker, can 
be tempted ‘into a belligerent attitude. “Of course,” I 
sav, ruffled by some argument, “if Japan chooses to be 
unreasonable” . 0 

I make no apologies for this autobiographical tone. 
It is easier and less contentious to dissect one’s self 
than to set to work on anyone else for anatomical ends. 
This is Exhibit No. 1. We are all like this. There are 
no demigods or supermen in our world superior to stch 
trivialities, limitations, prejudices and patriotisms. 


“| have all got them, as we have all got livers. 


‘‘Mentally  Hurried and Crowded.” 


Every soul that gathers in Washington will have 
something of that disposition to get away to the im- 
mediately pleasanf, will be disposed to take a personal 
udvantage, will have a bias for race and country, will 
fave imperfectly suppressed racial and national animosi- 
ties, will be mentally hurried and crowded. That men- 
tal hurrying and crowding has to be insisted upon. 

“iinis will be a great time for Washington, no doubt, 
to have a very gay and exciting time. It becomes the 
focus of the world’s affairs. All sorts of interesting 
people are heading for Washington, bright-eyed and 
expectant. 

There will be lunches, dinners, receptions and #uch 
like social occasions in great abundance, dramatic, and 
encounters, flirtations, scandals, jealousies and quar- 
rels. Quiet thoughts, reconsideration—will Washington 
afford any hole or cover for such things? A most 
distracting time it will be pnd it will be extraordinarily 
difficult to keep its real significance in mind. i 

So let us repeat here its real significance. 

The great war has struck a blow at the very founda- 
ticns of our civilization; it has shattered the monetary 
system which is the medium of: all our economic Hfe.

Devout Citizens Offer Silent 
Prayer. 


By the Associated Press. : 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—A _ pro- 
clamation setting aside Nov. 11, 
next, as a legal holiday ‘‘as a mark 
of respect to the memory of those 
who gave their lives in the late 
world war, as typified by the un- 
known and unidentified American 
soldier who is to be buried in Ar- 
lington National Cemetery on that 
day,”’ was issued tonight by Presi- 
dent Harding. It follows: , 
“By the President of the United 
States of America, a proclamation: 
“Whereas a joint resolution of 
Congress, approved Nov, 4, 1921, to 
declare Nov. 11, 1921, a legal public 
holiday provides as follows: 
“Whereas Armistice Day, Nov.’ 
11, 1921, has been designated as the 
appropriate time for the cerémonies 
incident to the burial of the unknown 
and unidentified American soldier 
in the Arlington National Cemetery; 
and 
“*Whereas this unknown soldier 
represents the manhood of America 
who gave their lives to defend its 
integrity, honor and tranquillity 
against any enemy; and 
** "Whereas the nations of the earth 
are. on that date joining with the 
United States in paying respect and 
homage to this unknown soldier; 
therefore be it 
***Resolved by the Menate and the 
House of Representatives of the Uni- 
ted States of America in Congress 
assembled, that the President is 
hereby authorized to issue a procla- 
mation declaring Nov. 11, 1921, a 
holiday, as a mark of respect to the 
memory of those who gave their 
lives in the late world war, as ‘typi- 
fied by the unknown and unidentified 
American soldier who is to be buried 
in Arlington National Cemetery on 
that day, and the President is re- 
spectfully requested to recommend 
to the Governors of the various 
states that proclamations be issued 


by them calling upon their people to 
pause in their pursuits as a mark of 
respect on this solemn occasion.’ 
“Now, therefore, I, Warren G. 
Harding, President of the United 
States of America, in pursuance of 
the said joint resolution of Congress,

NEARLY 3000 KILLED IN 
MINES IN U. S. DURING 1920 


Announces—Figures Cover Quar- 
ries and Metallurgical Plants. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Nearly 

$000 persons were killed and more 


than 200,000 injuréd in mines, quar- 
ries and metallurgical plants in the 
United States during 1920, the Bu- 
reau of Mines announced today. The 
casualty does not include those 
killed or injured while working at 
iron blast furnaces. 

In the three industries on which 
statistics are available, 1,088,000 
were employed last year, and these 
worked a total of 279,400,000 shifts 
with an average of 257 working days 


per man. Accideft rates based upon 
a standard of 300 working days to| 
the year show that for evéry 1000) 
men employéd 3.19 were killed and 
221.26 were injured. 

The coal mining industry em- 
ployed 4000 more men in 1920 than 
in the preceding year. Copper min- 
ing suffered a loss of 4000; iron 
mining a loss of 1500; gold and sil- 
ver mines, 2200; lead, zinc and 
fluor-spar mines, 1300. The quarries 
of the country gained 11,000 em- 
ployes, but there was a loss of 4200, 
at metallurgical plants.

Bill Providing for Sale and Distribu- 
tion of Bond Issue to Be Report- 
ed Favorably Tomorrow.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 5.— 
The Senate and House Ways and 
Means Committees, in joint session 
today, completed considerable of 
the soldiers’ bonus bill and agreed 
upon several amendments which will 
be reported to each house with the 
bill Monday, with the recommenda- 
tion that the bill be passed. No 
changes of importance were made. 

Efforts of representatives of the 
American Legion to have included 
among those entitled to the bonus 
members of the student army train- 
ing corps failed.

A. T. C. to its 
membership, and urged before the 
committees that they were entitled to 
the bonus. The committee, how- 
ever, took the view that students, 
whose service consisted entirely of 
receiving military training while at- 
tending college, and who were paid 
while receiving this education and 
military training, were not entitled 
to the bonus. The committees, how- 
ever, agreed upon an amendment to 
provide for the payment of tbe bo- 
nus to members of the 8S. A. T. C.

An effort was made in the com- 
mittee to alter a deciison reached 
yesterday to reduce the salary of the 
civillan members of the soldiers’ 
bonus commission from $300 a 
month to $200, and to require them 
to reside in Jefferson City and give 
all their time to the duties of the 
commission, and ifstead to strike out 
the provision for a commission, leav- 
ing the administration of the bonus 
law to the office of the Adjutant- 
General.

during the restoration period. The 
son, it appears, was of an erfatic na- 
ture and is regarced as a political fa-| 
natic. He was arrested immediately 
after the stabbing. Detective Tsuna- 
jima, who was escorting Premier 
Hara, was badly cut on the arm and 
hands in disarming the assassin.

CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—The military 
display during his visit to the Uni- 
ted States, in. peace time, impressed 
Marsha] Foch so much that he com- 
mented today on it during his visit 
to Chicago.

FIRST SALOON SEIZURE CHILDREN'S ORCHESTRA 


HERE UNDER DRY LAW 


Revenue Collectors Take Charge 
of Place on Franklin Avenue 
With Distraint Warrant. 


Deputy Internal Revenue Collect- 
ors last night seized the soft-drink 


saloon of Nick Bullott, 1636 Frank- | 
lin avenue, to satisfy a warrant in 
distraint issued by Collector Moore 
on an unpaid assessment of tax and 


penalties amounting to $870 for an 
alleged sale of whisky in violation 
of the Volstead act. The seizure was 
the fitst of the kind in St. Louis. 

The place was locked up by the 
deputies immediately after the sei- 
zure and a watchman placed on 
guard. Bullott left the place after 
telling the deputies he was going 
after money to pay the assessment 
against him. 


Similar Notices to 200 Others. 

Bullott was nétified about 30 days 
ago that the assessment had been 
levied against him. Similar notices, 
sent to about 200 proprietors of soft- 
drink saloons, have received no at- 
tention, and warrants in distraint, 
followed by the seizure of the prop- 
erty, will be issued in each case as 
quickly as the department can han- 
dle the matter, Collector Moore said, 
unless the bills are paid. 

The assessments are made under 


authority of section 36 of the Vol- 
stead act, which provides that retail 


‘dealers shall be assessed a tax dou- 


ble the amount of the tax now in 
force, with an additional penalty of 
$500, on evidence of the illegal man- 
ufacture or sale of liquor. 

Many of the saloon keepers who 
have received notices of the assess- 
ments have instituted suits in the 
United States District Court to re- 
strain the Collector from issuing and 
enforcing warrants in distraint, and 
there are now a number of tempo- 
rary restraining orders in force. 


Some Restaining Orders Issued. 

Judge Faris, in ruling on applica- 
tions for restraining orders against 
the Collector in these cases, gave it 
as his opinion that the penalties pro- 
vided under the act could not be col- 
lected legally by seizure of property, 
and that the proper proceedure 
would be the institution by the In- 
ternal Revenue Department of civil 
actions. Judge Faris issued tempo- 
rary restraining orders in all cases 
where those receiving notices either 
had paid or tendered payment of the 
tax assessed.

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FAKE ARMISTICE 
REPORT SEEN AS 
A GERMAN PLOT 


Army Intelligence Officer in 
Century Magazine Ex- 
presses Belief Report Was 
Spread by Enemy Agents. 


SHORT-LIVED JOY AS 
BLOW AT U. S. MORALE 


Real Armistice Following 
Quickly Upset Plan That 
Contemplated Great De- 


pression. 


The belief that the “fake” armis- 
tice report on Nov. 7, 1918, was a 
hoax of German propagandists who 
wished to stir sentiment in the allied 
countries for the real armistice— 
which came four days later—is ex- 
pressed by Arthur Hornblow Jr., 
army intelligence officer at Brest 
during the war, in an article in the 
November issue of the Century Mag- 
azine. 

It was at Brest that the erroneous 
report received credence that carried 
it almost around the world and 
stirred peoples of the United States 
and other parts of the allied nations 
to rejoicing unmatched in the ages. 
Mr. Hornblow tells of the receipt of 
the report by Admiral Wilson at 
Brest from the commander who was 
naval attache at the embassy at Par- 
is, of the Admiral’s courtesy in show- 


ing the telegram to Roy Howard, 
president of the United Press, and of 
Howard's energy in leaping to What 
he believed would. be the greatest 
news “‘beat’’ or “‘scoop”’ in newspaper 
history. 

“But if the Wilson statement ex- 
onerated Howard,’ wrote Mr. Horn- 
blow, ‘‘as it did and as it should have 
done, for in my opinion he was some- 
what less responsible for the false 
armistice celebration than the 
American newspaper which printed 
the cable as absolute truth, despite 
other conflicting dispatches they 
were in receipt of at the time, who 
was to blame? 

Possibility of Joke Analyzed. 

“It is said that the wire signed by 
Commander Jackson was based on 
information telephoned to the Amer- 
ican embassy by a person who pur- 
ported to be speaking officially from 
the French Ministry of War. _ Thus 
in a way we find ourselves face to 
face with an object of ultimate blame 
that is as mysterious as it is un- 
known, for subsequent investigation 
showed that no one at the Ministry 
had called the embassy that day. 

“There is a possibility, of course, 
that the embassy’s anonymous in- 
formant was nothing else, than a 
practical joker. This, hoWever, is 
scarcely credible. Some other moti- 
vating force may very properly be 
looked for than the mere desire to 
jest. 

“For reasons which I shall ex- 
pound, it is my belief that the naval 
office in Paris, Admiral Wilson, Roy 
Howard, and the entire United States 
of America were the victims of one 
or more secret agents of the German 
espionage corps. 

“It will be recalled that, on the 
morning of Nov. 7, enemy plenipo- 
tentiaries were reported to be coming 
through the lines to sue for an armis- 
tice. It being a principle of the Ger- 
man intelligence system that ‘fixed 
operators’—namely, spies on perma- 
nent duty at one point—work active- 
ly on their own initiative and with- 
out orders, taking into consideration 
the news and needs of the day, it is 
reasonable to suppose that an intelli-

Depression to Follow Joy. 

“The existence of such an attitude 
on the part of the people would make 
for a more certain and swifter cessa- 
tion of hostilities and an avoidance 
of the terrible smashing blows that 
|German arms and Germany itself 
seemed doomed to receive. From a 
psychological and somewhat typical- 
ly German point of view the best 
possible way of making the public 
want an armistice would be to tell 
them that there was an armistice and 
let them taste of the joy that would 
naturally wait upon the news. 

“Had the American people not 
been rewarded with a real termina- 
tion of the struggle a short time aft- 
er their wild celebration of the sup- 
posed, it must be believed that the 
reaction of their disappointment 
would have been both severe and 
dangerous to home morale. 

“A similar effort to stampede the 
French press into announcing an 
armistice appears also to have been 
made. It was impossible, of course, 
t» fool Paris, but St. Nazaire received 
the rumor, as did Bordeaux, Mar- 
seilles, Nice, Lorient and other 
French pointa. It was present in 
Brest before Admiral Wilson's re- 
ceipt of the message from Paris. 

“London had it, but its press was 
highly conservative in passing judg- 
ment on its credibility and, with one 
unimportant exception, did not an- 
nounce it to the people. Holland and 
parts of Belgium had it. Holland's 
having the ‘news’ is strongly sug- 
gestive of enemy esplonage effort. 

“Thus it would appear that an or- 
ganized attembt was made to make 
the allied nations cherish an armi- 
stice which, though not yet existent, 
was within easy reach if the people 
wanted it and showed olearly that 
they wanted it.

NOTABLE YOUNG GERMAN 
ACTOR ENDS LIFE WITH POISON

BERLIN.—A HOpeless passion for 
a beautiful young opera singer was 
the cause of the suicide of Gustav 
von Wangenheim, a distinguished 
young actor, author and film star, 
who poisoned himself recently in a 
Berlin flat. 

Wangenheim was one of Max 
Reinhardt’s discoveries b@Bore the 
war. He played in many of Rein- 
hardt’s productions and was regard- 
ed as Germany's future 
Irving. His principal parts were in 
Dietzen Schmidt's legend of “Saint 
Jacob’s Fahrt,”’ and in his own play, 
“Der Mann Feodor,” produced last 
year at the Neuen Volks Theater, in 
which he played the chief role. 


Wangenheim belonged to the ex- 
pressionist school, which rectived a 
great post-war impetus in Germany. 
His tragic death was undoubtedly 
hastened by morbid tendencies due 
to shell shock.

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30 ACCEPTED PLAYS SENT 
BACK TO FRENCH PLAYWRIGHTS 


‘of 41 Accepted in 1905 Only 11 Have 
Been Produced at Comedie 
Francaise. 

Bpecial Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, Nov. 5.—American play- 


wrights who have so often to bewail 
long delays in the production of their | 
plays may find some comfort in. the 
thought that “they manage these 
things worse” in France. Emile Fa- 
bre, Administrator-General of the 
Comedie Francaise, announces that 
it has been decided to return to their 
authors the 30 accepted plays that 
the Comedie has still upon its hands 
awaiting production. 

Some idea of the length of time 
that some of these authors have been 
waiting for the honor of a produc- 
tion at the Comedie Francaise may 
be gathered from Fabre’s explana- 
tion that, when he took office in 
1905, he found 41 accepted plays in 
the committee's pigeon holes. In the 
last six years 11 of these have been 
worked off. As only three new plays 
can be given each year, it follows 
that the authors of the last of the 
remaining 30 would have to wait an- 
other 10 years. How long the author 
who has suffered most has already 
waited Fabre does not say. 

In these circumstances the com- 
mittee has decided to make a clean 
sweep and return every one of the 
30. The authors will be indemnified 
—though of course any indemnity is 
bound to be inadequate—and they 
will have little choice but to accept 
when insistence on their rights 
would merely mean more years of in- 
definite waiting. 

One of the reasons for the commit- 
tee’s decision is that as most of these 
plays were written before the war it 
would be against the best interests of 
the theater and also unfair to young- 
er writers to go on producing only 
the work of what is in some ways a 
past age. 


CHARLES T. JONES, MANAGER 
NATIONAL STOCKYARDS, DIES 


Charles T. Jones, 70 years old, 
general manager of the National 
Stockyards, died at 9:50 a. m. yes- 
terday, following a supplementary 
operation for the removal of gall- 
stones, at St. Mary’s Infirmary, 5136 
Papin street. He underwent an op- 
eratipon two years ago; and went to 
the infirmary about 10 days ago for 
a second operation. 

On June 11 he celebrated the fif- 
tieth anniversary of continuous serv- 
ice as an employe of the company. 
A reception given in his honor was 
attended by ab-ut 1000 friends and 
associates. He became an employe 
of stockyards company June 11, 
187, at the age of 19, after he had 
Superintended the construction of 
several of the company’s buildings. 
For several years he was an over- 
seer in the hog department, and 
gradually was advanced until 1899, 
when he was made general manager. 

In 1870 he was an apprentice of a 
Buffalo c tractor, and assisting 
him in construction of sheep barns 
in East Buffalo in which 


Jones’ employer died 
the progress of the work, 
and the railroad financiers asked 
Jones to look about for a man who 
could finish the job. He convinced 
them that he could 
himself, and did 
that when the same financial] inter- 
ests began the erection of the 
stockyards in East St. Louis, Jones 
was sent on to do the job. His work 
was so satisfactory that the stock- 
yards company persuaded him to 
remain in its employment, though 
he was intending to return East to 
take up other work as a carpenter 
and builder. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Patience E. Jones; 
Mary Bintliff, and two sons, 
Clyde Jones and Earl Jones.

explanation of the Joline letter could be made to 
Mr. Bryan that would wear the appearance of 
sincerity, or be convincing and that the letter 
having been written there was nothing to do to 
extenuate it in any way and that the wise thing 
to do was to make a virtue of necessity. I sug- 
gested that on the following night, when the 
Governor was to deliver his address at the Jack- 
son day dinner, he could, in the most generous 
and kindly way, pay a handsome tribute to Mr. 
Bryan for his unselfish service to the Democratic 
party throughout the dark years he had been its 
leader; that I felt that he would appreciate a trib- 
ute of this kind and that he would altogether re- 
sent any explanation of this incident which would 
appear to be truckling or apologetic in character. 
This plan was finally agreed upon. In the very 
beginning of his speech, in the most eloquent, 
tactful way, Gov.

Wilson and the Old Guard 


The speech at the Jackson day dinner was a 
triumph for Woodrow Wilson. While it was a 
tempestuous voyage for him, with many dan- 
gerous eddies to be avoided, he emerged from 
the experience with his prestige enhanced and 
with “his candidacy throughout the country 
strengthened. The Bryan-Joline crisis was safely 
passed. In the,presence of the newspaper men at 
the banquet, Mr. Bryan put his arm around Mr. 
Wilson’s shoulders in a most affectionate way, 
and thus happily concluded the incident which 
for a time threatened to wreck one of the great- 
est programs in history. 

On his return from Washington to Trenton, 
Gov. Wilson told us that Mr. Bryan had bidden 
him not to worry about the publication of the Jo- 
line letter saying, “I, of course, knew that you 
were not with me in my position on the curren- 
cy,” and Woodrow Wilson replied, “All I can say, 
Mr. Bryan, is that you are a great, big man.” 

Old-line politicians, like Roger Sullivan of Illt 
nois and Tom Taggart of Indiana were turned to 
the Princetonian by his notable speech at the 
Jackson day dinner and now gave sympathetic 
ear to the New Jersey Governor’s claims for the 
nomination. An incident which happened at the 
conclusion of the banquet, as the Governor was 
on his way to make his train for New Jersey, il 
lustrates the character of the victory he had won 
over difficulties which at the time seemed insur- 
mountable. The old Illinois leader, Roger Sulli- 
van, greeted the candidate in the most friendly 
way as he left the banquet hall, saying to him as 
he grasped his hand: hat, 5 a great speech, 
Governor,” and then, dra closer to him, said, 
“IT cannot say to yo just what the Illinois 
delegation will do, but you may rely upon it, I 
will be there when you need me.” 

This remark did not seem of importance at the 

time, but when we discussed the incident the next 
day at the Capitol at Trenton, we both left that at 
a critical moment of the convention Roger Sulll- 
van could be relied upon to support us and to 
throw the vote of Illinois our way. Sullivan 
kept his promise in real generous fashion. When 
it seemed as if the Baltimore convention was at 
the point of deadlock, and after the Illinois dele- 
gation had voted many times for Champ Clark, 
Sullivan threw the full support of Illinois to the 
New Jersey Governor, and thus the tide was 
quickly turned in favor of Mr. Wilson's candidacy 
for the presidency. 
I had often wondered what influence beyond 
this Jackson day banquet speech had induced 
this grizzly old political warrior to support Wood- 
row Wilson. Afterward I learned the real cause 
of it from the Illinois delegation during the try- 
ing days of the Baltimore Convention. 


Getting Sullivan's Support 


= 


Every one who knew Roger Sullivan knew the 
great influence which both his fine wife and 
Gevoted son wielded over him. His son, Boetius, 
a Harvard graduate, had early become a Wilson 
devotee and supporter, and the correspondence 
contained a spirited discussion of the availablity 
of the New Jersey man for the Democratic nom- 
ination. The interest of Mrs. Sullivan and her 
son continued throughout the days of the con- 
vention, which they both attended, and at the

most critical moment in the proceedings of the 
convention when a point was arrived at where 
the Illinois vote was decisive, the Illinois leader 
left a conference where he was being strongly 
urged by Mr. Wilson’s friends to support the 
New Jersey Governor, to have a final conference 
with Mrs. Sulivan and their son before he would 
finally agree to throw his support to Wilson. 
Every one at Baltimore knows the result of this 
conference and how the inner councils of the 
Sullivan family dominated. Illinois swung to 
Wilson and he was soon nominated. It was said, 
after the New Jerseyman’s nomination and elec- 
tion, that he showed base ingratitude to Roge: 
Sullivan, the man who more than any other sin- 
gle individual in the convention had brought 
about his nomination. Mr. Sullivan’s devoted 
friends in Illinois were particularly bitter at 
the apparent coldness of Mr. Wilson toward 
their friend and idol. The President, as a mat- 
ter of fact, was never unmindful of his obli- 
gation to Sullivan for the personally loyal way 
he had stood by him at Baltimore, and in ev- 
ery way while he was President he let those as- 
sociated with him know that Sullivan and his 
friends, wherever it was possibfe, should be pre- 
ferred in the matter of the distribution of pa- 
tronage in Illinois.

Friends in the Senate 


The thing, however, which irritated Sullivan's 
friends and made many of them irreconcilable 
foes of Woodrow Wilson was his apparent un- 
willingness to say a good word for Sullivan when 
he announced his candidacy for the United States 
senatorship of Illinois. This presented an Oppor- 
tunity for President Wilson to pay the old debt 
and “even up” things with Roger. Realizing 
the delicacy of the situation and how deeply the 
progressive element in the Democratic ‘party 
throughout the country might misunderstand 
and even resent his putting his “okeh” on the 
candidacy of the Illinois leader for the senator- 
ship, nevertheless, upon considering the matter, 
he decided to do so and prepared a generous and 
whole-hearted letter of indorsement of Sullivan. 
He felt that as a good sportsman and as a decent 
man, he was bound in honor to do this for the 
man whose influence and support, thrown to 
him at the right moment of the cohvention, had 
brought about his nomination for the presidency. 
But\there were other and deeper reasons urging 
him on to indorse his old friend. He knew how 
eagerly and earnestly Sullivan had fought for 
him at Baltimore and how in doing so he had 
won the enmity of -the Eastern wing of the 
Democratic party. The old bosses in the party, 
like Smith and Murphy, had often twitted Sulli- 
van on his support of Wilson and threatened re- 
prisals. Sullivan, however, stood iike adamant 
against these influences and showed an al- 
legiance to the New Jersey man which earned 
the admiration and affection of every Wilsonite 
in the country. The President felt confident 
that should Roger Sullivan be elected to the 
Senate he could count upon him to stand by and 
loyally support him and the administration. At 
this very time the President was beginning to 
realize in the keenest way the necessity for real, 
loyal. backing in the Senate. 

Many of the men whom he had personally sup- 
ported for the Senate in the various senatorial 
fights throughout the country, especially those 
who were known as progressive Senators, like 
Hardwick and Smith of Georgia, O'Gorman of 
New York and Martine.of New Jersey, had grown 


indifferent and were reluctant to follow his lead- 


ership in anything. The so-called “Old Guard” 
in the Senate, made up of men like Mark Smith 
of Arizona, Senators Martin and Swanson. of 
Virginia, Ollie James of Kentucky, John Sharp 
Williams of Mississippi, Joe Robinson of Arkan- 
sas, Senator Culberson of Texas, Senator Sim- 
mons of North Carolina and Senator Smith of 
Maryland, contrary to every prophecy and pre- 
diction made by their enemies, stood with the 
President through every fight, in the finest and 
handsomest way, never deserting his leadership 
for a moment. Often he would say to me, when 
we were discussing the senatorial situation, “My 
head is with the progressives in the Democratic 
party, but my heart, because of the way they 
stood by me, is with the so-called "Old Guard’ in 
the Senate. They stand without hitching.” He 
knew that while Roger Sullivan was a conserva- 
tive, he could be relied upon in every emergency 
to back him up, even to the point of sacrifice. 
What President Wilson wanted more than any- 
thing else, as he often said, was a team that 
would work with him. Sullivan was just this 
type of man, and beyond everything else his 
loyalty had been tested and could be relied upon 
in every emergency. 

In the light of these circumstances, the Presi- 
dent decided finally to throw his hat into the 
ring in favor of the boss of Illinois for the 
United States senatorship. This letter, dictated 
and signed by the President, 1s as follows: 


The White House, 
Washington, Oct. 12, 1914. 

My Dear Mr. Rainey: I have read with the 
greatest interest the account you were kind 
enough to send me of the Illinois Democratic 
convention. It is full of fine promise for the 
party; for it shows all the elements of the 
party heartily drawing together for a success- 
ful campaign; and with this union success is 
sure to come. 

You call my attention to the fact that some 
Democrats are urging voters to cast their bal- 
lots for the Progressive candidate for the Sen- 
ate of the United States rather than for the 
nominee of the Democratic primaries. You ask 
me if I approve of this. I do not. I have held 
myself very strictly to the principle that as a 
party man I am bound by the free choice of the 
people at the polls. I have always stood by the 
result of the primaries; I shall always do 80; 
and I think it the duty of every Democrat to 
do so who cares for the success and sincerity 
of his party. Mr. Sullivan has been selected 
in a fair primary, and therefore he is entitled 
to the support of his party.

This letter and the contents of it will be a 
matter of news to Sullivan's friends throughout 
the country. Many, doubtless, will inquire why it 
was not published at the time. The reason it 
failed to reach the stage of publication can in no 
way be attributed to Woodrow Wilson. He never 
recalled it, and the original is in my files. This 
may be surprising news to the friends of the 
dead leader, Roger Sullivan, but it is only fair 
to Mr. Wilson to say that he never hesitated in 
rushing to the defense of his old friend in the 
most generous way. He wrote this letter with 
the full realization of just how much it mignt 
personally injure him with the progressive 
thought of the country.

reserve by me until Sullivan's friends in Chicago. 
those in close touch with his affairs there. felt 
free to advise its publication. I was directed by 


them to release it, but the order for its reer 
was countermanded by one of the advisers close ‘ 


to Sullivan, who telephoned me that it was 
thought inadvisable to have the President 
come into the campaign in Sullivan’s behalf, the 
reason being that the publication of Wilson’s let- 
ter might arouse the passionate antagonism of 
Theodore Roosevelt, who was about to begin a 
tour of Illinois in behalf of Sullivan’s opponent. 
I was advised later that the individual with whom 
I dealt in this matter and upon whose direction 
the letter was withheld from publication had no 
authority to act for Sullivan in the matter, and 
that Sullivan and his friends were deeply disap- 
pointed and put out at Mr. Wilson’s apparent 
unwillingness to take up the cudgel for his old 
friend. Many times I tried to make clear to 
Sullivan’s friends just what the attitude of the 
President was, but whether I succeeded I do not 
know. The President, secluded in the White 
House, away from the madding crowd, never 
realized the basis of Sullivan’s disappointment, 
for he felt that he had “gone through” for his 
friend and had not forgotten for a moment Sul- 
livan’s advocacy of him at Baltimore. When the 
news of Sullivan’s death was brought to him at 
a time when he, also, was seriously ill, turning 
to Mrs. Wilson, who stood beside his bed, he 
said: “Roger Sullivan was a wonderful and 
devoted friend at Baltimore,” and then, turning 
to me, he said: ‘Tumulty, I sincerely hope that 
you will personally go to Chicago and attend the 
funeral and tell Mrs. Sulivan how deeply I grieve 
over the death of my old friend.” 


Mr. Bryan Issues a Challenge 


The contests for the delegates to the National 
Convention were on in full swing throughout the 
various states. In the early contests, particu- 
larly in the Far Western States, like Utah, 
South Dakota, North Dakota and Montana, the 
Wilson candidacy, according to primary returns, 
began to take on the appearance of a real ro- 
bust boom.

Ernest H. Wilkins of Chicago University made an in-| 
teresting point.

That he con- | 
ceived this government as a monarchy was but the|

FAILING THE DISABLED. 

The Government's failure properly to care for 
the disabled soldier was severely condemned the 
past week by a special Senate committee, by the 
National Executive Committee of the American

MARS AT A MILE AND A HALF. 

Mars in 1924 is to be 35,000,000 miles from the earth. 
This distance, occurring every 15 years. is but a 
stone's throw in celestial spaces. The other extreme 
{in Mars orbit carries it to a distance of 284,900,000 
miles. 

Naturally, astronomers are all agog to make the 
most of the opportunity of the neighborly proximity 
about to be attained. The sight of the telescope is 
far keener than at the last Martian approximation in 
1909. Wireless instruments of astonishing experi- 
mental possibilities have been developed in the in- 
fervening period. 

The most daring proposal! for spying upon Mars is 
that attributed to Dr. David Todd, a widely known 
astronomer of Amherst. It is his idea to utilize a 
mine shaft in Chile as the cylinder of a monster 
telescope, in which would be set a concave disk of 
whirling mercury 60 feet in diameter. The position 
of the instrument would bring the planet within the 
range of its fixed line of vision. It is calculated that 
an instrument of such proportions would magnify 
25,000,000 times and draw the mundane eve or camera 
to a distance of a mile and a half from the object 
of vision. 

All present evidences of the habitation of Mars 
are easily subject to disbelief. Elaborate speculations 
are built out of the deduction that Mars is a much 
older planet than the earth. The hypothetical Mar- 
tian, it is conjectured, may have lived long enough to 
be as far advanced as man would be at about 10,000,000 
A.D. On the other hand, many astronomers consider 
that the Martian atmosphere is too thin to support

NOTHER grim and _ powerfully 

imaginative tale of the sea and 
seafaring folk is ‘“‘Annie Christie,”’ by 
Eugene G. O’Neill, which was pro- 
duced with singular effect Wednes- 
day night at the Vanderbilt Theater. 
This is a vivid but sordid drama by 
the author of “Beyond the Horizon,” 
and “The Emperor Jones.” The ig- 
noble natures of the three characters 
with whose fates it deals and the re- 
lentlessness with which O’Neill peers 
into their lives may make the play 
repellent to sensitive people. Much 


in the work may grate harshly upon 
the nerves, but the fascination is not 
to be denied of three such perform- 
ances as were given by Pauline Lord, 
George Marion and Frank Shannon 
in the important roles.

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“SPIRIT OF 1919” IS 
MUCH IN EVIDENCE 
AT THE CONVENTION 


Federal Agents Admit It Was 
Impossible to “‘Jug’’ All Who 
Trafficked With Visitors. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 58.—0Of 


the distinguished visitors who  at- 
tended the American Legion nation- 
al convention, none was received 
with more royal acclamations than 
John Barleycorn. 

With bonded labels like chevrons 
on his glassy shoulders, neck erect 
and his cork hat tipped jauntily for 
immediate removal, “Gen. John” 
stalked through the downtown 
streets amid the cheers of hundreds 
of legionnaires. 


John Barleycorn, as he appeared 
at the convention, was an imported 
visitor, prohibition agents aver. He 
brought with him the blood of a no- 
ble ancestry, bonded stock, dating 
back to 1919, P. V. (pre-Volstead). 

He was unsmirched Dy any strain 
of white moonshine. He was 
“real thing.”’ 

Such are the findings of five pro- 
hibition enforcement agentsg who 
shadowed the old man during his 
stay in Kansas City.” Twenty-eight 
votaries of the famous guest are in 
the hands of the Government now, 
many of them awaiting trial. 

Working day and night during the 
three days of the convention, these 
national agents tracked John Barley- 
corn through the. streets. So fre- 
quent wete the violations of the pro- 
hibition act in streets that no at- 
tempt was made to arrest anyone 
for possession of whisky. Only 
those caught in the act of sale were 
taken into custody. 

“We haven't a jail large enough 
to hold the men who might have 
been arrested for possessing whis- 
ky,’ a prohibition agent said. 

One agent said he overheard a 
conversation in which it was alleged 
that 300 quarts of whisky had been 
imported from St. Louis.

In the wake of these conflicting as- 
sertions come an interesting vol- 
ume on “Bank Credit Methods and 
Practice,” by a St. Loulsan, Thomas 
J. Kavanaugh. The author is vice 
president of the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., and lecturer on credit at 
St. Louis University. His book !s be- 
ing issued by the Ban 
ing Co. of New York. 

It is the author’s expressed hope 
that the treaties shall prove of value 
to the commercial man in the way 
ef enlightening him as to the view- 
point, and attitude of the banker in 
making loans and so bring him 
closer to his bank In mutual under 
standing. He had, he says, the pur- 
pose in mind of making the work of 
practical value~to the student of 
finance, wherever he be found, as 
well as to those actually employed in 
the credit department of the average 
bank. To accomplish this he set 
about to try to use simple language 
and to avoid a too technical treat- 
ment of the subject. 

Credit Risks Are Discussed. 
The work treats of the main topics 
of importance covered by banking 
credita The theory is gone into and 
then the essentials of a credit risk 
are taken up. The discussion on for- 
eign credits, a subject of prime im- 
portance just now, brings out how 
the economic changes awakened us 
to the opportunities in foreign flelda 
Careful consideration is given to 
commercial paper, trade acceptances 
and bankers’ acceptances as well as 
what is comprised under that known 
as commercial lines of credit: In 
discussing commercial lines of credit 
the author writes: 

“Commercial banking usually re- 
quires a balance of at least 20 per 
cent of the maximum line of credit to 
be carried with the bank. There is a 
difference of opinion as to whether

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PURTRAITS BY ARTISTS 
UF EARLY DAYS SHOWN 


Seventeen Pictures Give Idea of 
Colonial Period When There 
Were No Art Schools. 


The City Art Museum is placing 
in view today two new special ex- 
Phibitions, a group of 17 portraits by 
early American painters, and a col- 
lection of 85 photographs of Euro- 
pean and American cathedrals. The 
collection of early American portraits 


| with its honest, unflattering like- 


nesses and picturesque colonial cos- 
'tumes, recalls in a vivid manner the 
| people who lived in the early periods 
of the country. 


Among the earliest examples in | 


the group are portraits of a Mr. and 
Mrs.. Mathewson of Charleston, S. 
C., painted by Jeremiah Theus, who 
came to South Carolina from Switz- 
erland in 1739 and lived until 1774. 
The rigidly posed figures, with their 
primitive drawing, are an interesting 
commentary on the state of art in 
the colonies at a time when art 
schools and museums were unknown 
and artists often served an appren- 
ticeship as coach painters. The man 
in his wig and plum-colored coat 
and waist coat, and the lady in her 
tightly-laced gown with its elabor- 
ate chiffon decorations have, how- 
ever, a deep human and historical 
interest which overshadows tech- 
nical, artistic deficiencies. 


| Work of John Woolaston. 


Three portraits represent the work 
of. John Woolaston, another Amer- 
ican painter of an early date, and 
whose pictures have only recently 
again cqme.to light. He is known to 
have worked in Philadelphia and vi- 
cinity as early as 1758. The largest 
of his three pictures in the present 
‘exhibition is called “An American 
The subject wears a blue 
coat and white waistcoat, elaborate- 
ly trimmed in gold braid. Under the 
left m he holds a three-cornered 
hat, Aikewise resplendent with gold 
braid, and in the right hand is a tel- 
‘escope. The background of the por- 
'trait‘is a view of the ocean with a 
sailing ship. The modeling of the fea- 
‘tures is rather stiff, with an em- 
phasis of detail which betrays the 
painter’s isolation from the art cen- 
ters of the period. 

Two portraits of Joseph Black- 
burn, thought to have been a visitor 
from England. who painted in Boston 
and nearby towns about 1754-62, 
_show a far greater sophistication in 
ithe matter of freedom of handling 
and command of textures. His por- 
trait of Mrs. Samuel Cutts i8 espe- 
‘cially notable for the excellent paint- 
‘ing of the satin dress worn by the 
‘subject and for the charming back- 
‘ground. The companion portrait of 
Samuel Cutts is less pleasing in 
quality, though doubtless a faithful 
| likeness. 

The work of John Singleton Cop- 
ley, one of the early American ar- 
tists to receive recognition abroad, is 
represented by a large portrait of 
Mrs. Daniel Rea of Boston. Copley 
was born in 1737 in Boston, where 
he received some instruction in 
painting from Pelham and Black- 
burn. Encouraged by the favorable 
criticism of Benjamin West, he went 
in 1774 to England, where he wags 
| patronized by royalty and met with 
|uninterrupted success untid his 
death in 1815. The painting now at 
the Museum is no doupt an example 
of his earlier work at Boston. 
| A portrait of Mary Durand, wife 
of the artist, Ashur B. Durand, is 
from the brush of Gilbert Stuart, the 
best of the early American painters 
and celebrated for his numereus por- 
traits of Washington. The painting 
has the freedom and spontaneity of 
a sketch, with the characteristio 
handling and sparkle of color which 
mark Stuart’s work. The collection 
contains also two examples by Henry 
Inman (1801-1846), who was the 
first vice president of the National 
Academy of Design. One of these 
pictures is of particular interest, be- 
ing the portrait of another early ar- 
tist, John Wesley Jarvis (1780- 
1834), whose work is also present in 
the exhibition. This portrait shows 
a fine feeling for character and was 
/no doubt an excellent likeness. 


Rembrandt Peale Portrait. 


The gorgeous effect of the early 
American army uniform is striking- 
ly shown in a well-preserved por- 
trait of Col. Bogart by Rembrandt 
Peale (1778-1860), son and pupil of 
the artist, Charles Wilson Peale, 
nated as the founder of the first 
American Museum. Features of Col. 
Bogart’s uniform as shown in the 
portrait are a wide, red sash, high 
standing collar, likewise red, and a 
fur cap of impressive. size sur-

What effect can, it have, but to excite

them to armament building? Great Britain, 
with her powerful war navy still exceeding 
ours and far exceeding Japan’s, has no 
naval building program. She relies upon 
the traditional friendship of America, 
which has kept the borders of her greatest 
province free from fortifications and even 
|guards, and the Great Lakes, used by both 
Canada and the United States, clear of war- 
ships, and upon the mutual affirmation of 
continued friendship for safeguard against 
our present plans. She has an alliance for 
mutual defense, operative against all na- 
tions except America, with Japan. The al- 
liance has expired, but has not been abro- 
gated. Its denouncement depends upon the 
outcome of the Washington conference. So 
Great Britain stands for the time on her 
present navy-awaiting events. 


Japan, however, is in a different posi- 
tion. There are unsettled, menacing issues 
between Japan and the United States. 
There is the race and emigration question, 
the question of Japanese expansion in ter- 
ritory and trade to support. her excessive 
and rapidly increasing population; there 
is the Chinese question and Japan’s attempt 
to establish hegemony over China and Asia 
against our interests and the interests of 
other nations. 


There is constant friction between the 
United States and Japan on account of 
these issueg.

They are imbecilic in a deeper sense at all 
times because they are relics of barbarism. 
The arbitrament of war in international 
disputes was aptly described by Charles 
Sumner in his speech on “‘The True Gran- 
deur of Nations/’ as the survival of the 
barbaric trial by battle or the judicial com- 
bat. By it under the mockery of judicial 
forms men decided disputes with the sword. 
As in war, the strehger wdn, the weaker 
lost—might was right. In 724 Luitprand, a 
King of the Lombards, called it an ‘‘im- 
pious law.’’ Saint Louis of France gave the 
judicial corhbat its deathblow by abolish- 
ing it in all his realm and substituting 
proofs by witnesses; in short, trial courts, 
the method of civilimation. International 
dealings still linger in the Dark Ages. Trial 
by battle still survives as the international 


\means of settling disputes, determining jus- 


tice and proving claims. Armaments are 
legal briefs in international trials. Reason 
and justice are dethroned and brute force 
is set up as the final court of appeal. 


Society within civilized ‘nations has been 
organized to avoid trial by battle. Foroe 
may be used in settling disputes, but it is a 
crime. Disputes are settled in court. The 
Society of Nations must be so organized that 
force will be regarded as a crime, with all 
the nations standing combined eguinat ag- 
gression. 

The principal argument for asmaments 
and war preparations is that nations must 
defend themselves against aggression. That 
is true. The necessity of defense is the 
plea, but there cannot be a defender with- 
out an aggressor... It is the aggressor who 
must be checked by moral-and physical 
forces. 


The Washington conference must be a 
smashing blow at Mars and all his devilish 
destructive works. 


What are the necessary sonics of 
reduced armaments? 

There can be no limitation or reduction 
of arms without an agreement and agree 
ment must be bulwarked by guarantees, 
Our Government is right in asserting thet 
we cannot cease to maintain a strong navy 
unless there is an agreement between the 
military nations to reduce all armamenta.

GEORGE FOSTER PEARCE, Senator and 
member of the Australian Parliament, has 
been a union labor organier, president of the 
Trade Union Congress and Minister of Defense 
for Australia. He signed the peace treaty with 
Austria. 


SIR JOHN WILLIAM SALMOND was former- 
ly Solicitor General of New Zealand and now is a 
Judge of the Supreme Court of that Dominion. 


‘He is 59 years old and is reputed to have one 


of the most astute legal minds in the Antipodes. 

SRINAVASA SASTRI is a noted Hindu law- 
yer who appeared before the League of Nations 
assembly at Geneva last September and present- 
ed the claims of India.

In the Chamber of Deputies in 
1906, Mr. Sarraut struck Deputy Pugliesi-Conti 
during debate on the Dreyfus restoration bill. A 
duel resulted and Sarraut was dangerously 
wounded by a sword thrust in the right breast. 

He served in the French army in the world 
war as a Second Lieutenant, and later he was 
made Pre-Consu] of Indo-China. When official- 
ly opening a native fair at Hanoi an attempt 
was made to assassinate him. He was shot and 
seriously wounded.

UNITED STATES 


CHARLES EVANS HUGHES, Secretary of 
State, is the son of a Welsh father and an Irish 
mother. He was born in 1862, entered schoo) at 
the age of 6 and at 13 was submitting essays on 
such topics as “The Limitations of the Human 
Mind” and “The Evils of Light Literature” He 
became a lawyer and was a lecturer at Cornell. 
As counsel for commissions investigating civic 
abuses in New York, he first attained special 
fame, and in 1907 he was elected Governor of 
New York, whiéh place he filled two terms. He 
resigned to accept the appointment of Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States In 1910. 

He was nominated for the presidency by the 
Republican convention in 1916, and resigned 
from the court to make the campaign against 
Woodrow Wilson. After his defeat he returned 
to thé practice of the law, which he relinquished 
to become Secretary of State under President 
Harding. 

ELIHU ROOT was born in Clinton, N. Y., in 
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| 1845, and in his long career few honors ip the 
gift of the American Republic, barring the presi- 
dency, have been denied hin. 

In the practice of the law, in the politica) 
arena, and in statesmanship, he had been re- 
garded by many as leading his American com- 
patriots. 

It was James Bryce, the distinguished histo- 
rian, who publicly stated that Elihu Root was 
the greatest Secretary of State in the history of 
the American nation. It was the veteran Demo- 
cratic leader, Senator Cockrell, who declared 
that Root was the greatest Secretary of War 
since Stanton. It was Sir Cecil Spring-Rice who, 
commenting upon Root’s participation in, the 
Alaskan Boundary Conference in London, assert- 
ed that, as a diplomatist, Root had no peer, and 
that in a room crowded with great men, even 
Kings and Emperors, Root’s entry was instantly 
recognized as the dominating event of the as- 
sembly. Judges in New York have said that 
Plihu Root, in his cases, was the best-prepared 
man ever coming before them for trial Or argu- 
ment. Lord Manley said that Root was the ablest 
man he had ever met, and Andrew Carnegie quot- 
ed Roosevelt as saying that Elihu Root was the 
wisest man he ever knew. 

These comments indicate the remarkable ver- 
satility, poise and ability of the man whose in- 
tellect impressed itself with enormous power 
upon the American people during two decades of 
the greatest constructive period in the history of 
the country. Yet they relate to only a few 
phases of his public activities and they take no 
account of his long and interesting political ca- 
reer: of his forensic efforts during the debates 
in the United States Senate and of the visita to 
South America and Mexico, with their far-reach- 
ing international consequences. 

HENRY CABOT LODGE has served continu- 
ously in the United States Senate since 1893, as 
Republican leader since August, 1918, and was 
one of the most prominent members of his party 
fer a generation. 

Statesman, publicist, author, lawyer, historian, 
Senator Lodge’s manifold activities made a wide 
impress on contemporaneous events. Chief prom- 
inence, perhaps, came to him as leader of the 
Senate opposition to the League of Nations and 
the Treaty of Versailles during 1918, 1919 and 
1920. As chairman of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee and Republican floor leader, 
he led the contest with former President Wison 
in the ficht against ratification. He was the 
author of the “Lodge ‘/ reservations” and was 
credited with a large part in molding the policy 
of the Harding administration against American 
entrance into the League. He is 71 years old. 

OSCAR W. UNDERWOOD of Alabama is the 
mnly Democratic member of the American dele- 
gation. He was born in 1862, was educated at 
Rugby School in Louisville, and at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. He served in 10 Congresses as

RINCE IYESATAO TOKUGAWA, head of the

Japanese delegation to the Washington Con- 
ference on the Limitation of Armaments, ts 
President of the House of Peers and one of the 
most powerful and popular statesmen in Nippon. 
If the imperia] dynasty bad not been restored to 
full authority with the resignation in 1867 of the 
last of the shoguns, or heads of the feudal ays- 
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tem, he would today be the shogun or “great 
lord” of Japan in place of the present Emperor. 

The Prince, who is Y years old, has been noted 
not only for his efforts to advance the welfare 
of Japan, but for his devotion to works of char- 
ity. He has been characterized as “a democratic 
aristocrat and’ a man of peace and common 
sense.”” The Prince speaks English fluently, hav- 
ing been educated tn England, and has been a 
leader in the adoption of Western customs. He 
has never had any military training or connec- 
tions. He has two favorite diversions, wrestling 
and singing old Japanese folksongs. This is his 
fourth visit to the United States, the last having 
been in 1910, when he was on his way to’Eu- 
rope, and when former President Tart enter- 
tained him at the White House. Prince Toku- 
gawa has been mentioned as the next probable 
Premier of Japan. 

VICE ADMIRAL TOMOSABURO KATO, Min- 
ister of the Navy, the second member of the 
delegation, was the right-hand man of Admirals 
Togo and Kamimura in the Russo-Japanese War. 
He is 62 years old, was educated at the Naval 
College and later became a professor t For 
his services in the great war he was rated 
with the Grand Cordon of the Rising 
has been at the head of the Japanese navy since 
1915. er during the Okuma Ministry. 

BARON KIJURO SHIDEHARA, Ambassador 
to the United States and formerly Vice Foreign 
Minister of Japan, the third representative of 
the Japanese Government, graduated from the 
Law College of the Tokio Imperial University in 
1895 and has held numerous diplomatic posts. 
He was Minister to the Netherlands at the out- 
break of the war. Previously he had been coun- 
selor to the Japanese Embassy in. Washington. 
He is 49 years old and was educated in agricul- 
ture and commerce before taking up the study 
of law. Baron Shidehara is a Knight of the Or- 
der of Sacred Treasure. 

VISCOUNT YASUYA UCHIDA, Foreign Min- 
ister, former Ambassador to the United States, 
Russia, Austria-Hungary and China, the fourth 
envoy, is the eldest son of the late Gen. Uohida, 
a samurai of the former Kumamoto clan. His 
wife, a daughter of Shozaburo Doguro, was edu- 
cated at Vassar College. The Viscount is 66 
years old and was educated at the College of Law 
of the Tokjo Imperial University. He was deco- 
rated by the Emperor with the First Order of 
Merit for his diplomatic service abroad.

HE primary cause of the great war was an 
armed Europe. When a man carries a re- 
volver he is always tempted to use it. So it 
is with a nation.

Ccisarmament, @s a matter of expediency, morals 
and taxes.

Much confusion has been created by the re-

Germany has been disarmed by force, but it 
cannot be expected that Great Britain, France 
and Japan will consent to disarm now. The dis- 
cussion, however, should proceed on ai plan 
which means disarmament in the future. 

Our nation can well afford to reduce its army 
without much Gelay. The bigger question in- 
volves the navy, because it takes years to build 
battleships and naval equipment. 

We tried to experiment with the “big stick” 
armies on the border and elaborate military 
preparation to coerce our neighbor on the south, 
Mexico, to comply with our viewpoint. It has 
been a failure. An attempt at peaceful persua- 
siee has not been pushed with that persistency 
which our trade and propinquity demand. It 
seems strange that all the nations tn the world 
—with the possible exception of Russia, which 
iy in a state of chaos—will have representatives 
at this conference, and our nearest neighbor and 
the largest republic in Latin-America ts without 
representation because the United States refuses 
to give recognition to the Obregon Government. 

Mexico is‘entitled to a place at the conference 
and the arguments there produced might de- 
velop a harmonious understanding that would 
be helpful.

HETHER a little Sunday school or- 
ganized a few weeks ago at Walcott,

Walcott, trim and prosperous, it is a 
burning question just now. This town, with 
a population of about 4t!, is a group of com-. 
fortable dwellings and busy stores clustered on 
the rolling prairie land 12 miles northwest of Daven- 
port. It is a rich community, and at one time was 
credited with having the greatest wealth per capita 
of any place in the United States. 

The city water system, 24-hour electric light serv- 
ice, sanitary sewer and six blocks of paved streets, not 
to mention the large proportion of costly modern 
homes, show it bas gone far ahead of the average town 
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be set 
forth in this 
article. 
The Sunday school had fits 
urst meeting on Oct. 16, and was at- 
tended by 26 persons, all of them children 


except fenr. The following Sunday a total of 55 pero 
sons enthered for the service, and again practically all 


were children. including some very small ones. The meet-

of its size. Its jail, during many 
years, has only been unlocked to cee 
give shelter to transients in cold 
weather.

the “honors” prescribed in the Camp Fire manual 

Among numerous helpful deeds which bring “honots” 
to Camp Fire Girls are such things as renewing the 
flowers in church, organizing a Sunday school, bring- 
ing new pupils to Sunday school, etc. The dozen meml- 
bers of the. Camp Fire at Walcott, which dates from 
last August, worked hard to earn some of the othe 
“honors,” but the ones with a religious bearing were 
beyond their power.

Which is doubt- 
ful, perhaps, considering the many years in which Wal- 
eott has been happy and waxed rich without a chureh. 

Some 15 years ago a congregation was organized 
there, a church building erected and a minister bronght 
to Walcott. Within six months the attendance had 
@windled to such an extent and the church revenues 
bed so diminished that the undertaking was aban- 
doned. The small frame church was sold to a Walcott 
business man for $16. 

The minister's farewell sermon Was not decked out 
with any fire and brimstone. although he was, of 
course, well aware of the fight which had been made 
upon him by the powerful antichurch element of the 
town.

others are too young to attend school, there are two 
banks, and the banks have aggregate deposits of more 
than one and one-half millions dollars. 

‘There never was but one church started in this 
town.” said Mayor Strohbeen. “Some 15 years ago a 
Sunday school was started, much like the present one, 
and it grew so big that they brought a preacher here 
and tried to have a church, although everybody was 
against it. 

“The people in this town would rather help the 
poor than feed a preacker. They showed it that time, 
and | think the same thing will come again. The older 
generation will never stand for a preacher in this town 
The matter of having a Sunday school was brought up 
by people who have not lived here very long. 

‘Let the majority have what they want, without in 
terference from anybody else—that is our idea here 
The majority are not in favor of supporting a preach- 
er. They would rather have that money go to the 
poor 

“As for the Sunday school, my children will zgo to 
it. They want to go and [I have no objertion. I! be- 
lieve it is really right to be lined up to a certain ex- 
tent that way. if they didn’t want to go [ certainly 
wouldn't force them to do so. I won't have to buy any 
Bibles for them, either.” 

The Mayor said he anticipated that if a «church were 
started at Walcott it would be of a denomination 
which he named and which he characterized asa ‘too 
radica! 

‘IT feel that people here have been getting along so 
well all these vears without a church that they don't 
really need one. Look at Blankville (naming a nearby 
town) with its 800 people and four churches, and it 
ean't compare with Walcott. For example, there had

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The Mystery of Those 


‘Ductless Glands 


and 


How They Regulate Almost Everything in Life | 


ONSIDERABLE attention 
was attracted a few weeks ago 
by two cases in which surgery 


was employed for a novel 
purpose. One was that of a 
woman  kleptomaniac, the 


other that of a girl who had 
been an idiot from birth. In both cases an 
effort to cure was made by administering 
thyroid gland. In that of the thief, an 


extract taken from the gland of a sheep of animals ie _ »™ oie 
was injected into her body; in that of 
the idiot, a gland cut from a livinge By ARTHUR BENNINGTON 


monkey was grafted into her neck, 

Not for eight months wili it be possible 
to say whether the kleptomaniac is cured or not; the 
surgeons who treated the idiot are already giving up 
hope of success. 

These two cases have turned the light of public 
curiésity upon an organ of our bodies about which 
little is known except among physicians and surgeons. 
Every one of) us has a thyroid giand, and so have ail 
animals. The thyroid is situated on the front of the 
throat, just below the Adam's apple, and shaped like a 
butterfly. In its normal %ondition, it cannot be felt, 
but when it swells it is seen as a goiter. 

The thyroid is one of several glands that are placed 
at strategic points in our bodies and that secrete juices 
which are not discharged through a tube or duct like 
those of other glands, but are absorbed by the biood 
at it flows through them. Fach gland secretes a ditferent 
kind of juice and these juices are of such tremendous 
importance to the proper working of the human ma- 
chinery that the slightest derangement of one of the 


glands puts the whole system out of gear and occasion- 


ally results even in death. If one of these “ductless”’ 
vldnds. as-they are called, becomes eniarged or in- 
flamed and sends too much of its juice into the blood, 


sometimes mental, sometimes physi- 
cal. that can often be cured by cutting out a part or 
1e whole of the gland or by administering to the 
extract of some other gland which. nor-

Tiny secretions which are absorbed by the blood make 
dwarfs and giants, the lazy and industrious, the genius 
and the idiot, according to whether they fanction prop- 
erly or are defective—Patient toil of experimentists to 
correct abnormal bodies by injecting fluids from glands 


counterbalancing each other's functions in a most deli- 
cate manner. They form together what has been called 
the endocrine system, and the juices they secrete have 
become known as hormones. It is upon the perfect 
balance between these that normal geod health de- 
pends. . 

More than this, the whole endocrine system is closely 
connecied wiih the sympathetic nervous system, that 
great complex chain and network of nerves which 
regulates the pumping of our hearts, our rhythmic 
breathing, the peristaltic action of our bowels, the 
contraction and expansion of the irises of our eyes, 
in fact all of the actions which we perform without 
thinking about them or which are performed auto- 
any of our organs. Just what is the na- 
tion between the endocrine system 
and the sympathetic nervous system is a mystery, but 
it is quite certain that it exists. Whether the sympa- 
thetic nerves regulate the flow of hormones from the 
giands as they regulate the flow of gastric juice in 
the stomach, or the glands send their hormones {0 
regulate the sympathetic nerves, is not yet known. It 
may be that the two systems interact. Whatever be 
the truth about this detail is unimportant; the one 
fact necessary to know is that the connection is most

is proof of thyroid deficiency: they ane 
merely symptoms which, together with 
others. suggest that condition. Too great 
activity of the thyroid, on the other hang 
may manifest itself in an ex 

goiter (that disease which is so commes 
among young women and shows itself ip 
a swelling at the lower part of the front 
of the neck, combined with eyes that ate 
too prominent). Extract of the thyroig 
gland, injected into small 
hastens their development into frogs 
while thymus extract makes them 
on growing, but prevents their develop- 
ment into frogs. Thus, with the thymus 
feeding we can have gigantic tadpoles and with thy. 
roid we can have minute frogs. 

The suprarenal or adrenal glands, situated at the 
upper end of the kidneys, secrete a juice which hag 
been found invaluable to surgeons in performing operg. 
tions on parts of the body that are copiously fed by 
blood from smal! arteries, as, by injecting some of this 
edrenalin, all bleeding is prevented. The effect 
this hormone, or juice, when absorbed normally by 
the blood, is to sustain respiration, to Keep up the 
blood pressure and to protect the whole body againgt 
infection. 

The sudden syncope or collapse that so often comes 
in diphtheria, typhoid fever, influenza,. severe measies 
malaria and scariatina, as well as that of a persss 
under ether, is believed to be due to inefficieney gf 
the adrenals, the disease having weakened them. 

That we cannot do wii out the adrenals is proves 
by the fa@t that their removal is followed by death 
within 36 hours, 

The pituitary gland has been called “the lead horgs 
of the endocrine system’ by Dr. Beverley R. Tuckgp 
of Richmond, Va. Its situation proves how great care 
nature has taken to vrotect it from injury. At the bags 
of the brain and connected with the third ventricle of 
this by a tiny passage through which its secretion 
passes into tis ventricle, it rests in a socket formed 
by one of the bones of the base of the skull. It hag 
‘wo lobes, anterior and posterior, each with its ow, 
function. It seems fairly certain that the former con- 
‘rols the development of the skeleton and the genital 
organs and that the lattgr controls the metabolism 
of carbohydrates (sugars and starches) and the tonicity 
of certain muscles. 

If in childhood some disease or injury affects the 
pituitary and diminishes the quantity of its secretioa, 
che child may remain an infant ail its life or, in legs 
severe cases, may become slovenly in habits, lazy, 
drowsy, with a tendency to “play hookey” or to rum 
away from home. It may even become epileptic. Alss 
it usually becomes obese. 

If, om the other hand, the gland secretes too much . 
of ‘its hormone, the child may keep on growing until 
it becomes a giant. In adults the hypersecretion 
brings on that condition of enlarged hands and feet 
which is ealled acromegaly. 

When the pituitary is too large for its socket and 
trids vainly to expand it, violent headaches right & 
the center of the head result. This is a common af- 
fliction of youth and it gradually passes away as the 
sella turcica, as the bony socket is called, a 
larges under constant pressure from within 

The thymus gland, situated just behind the top of the 
breast bone, is found only in children, for it atrophies 
before the age of puberty is reached. Its role in the 
bodily mechanism is to regulate growth. Sometimes 
especially under ether or chloroform anesthesia, a child 
suddenly dies, and it is found that the thymus, es well 
as other lymphatic tissues, were enlarged. - 

Many physicians assert that all persons may be 
classified according to which of these endocrine glands 
predominates in their constitution. It would take tes 
long to describe the outer signs that distinguish the 
th id type from the adrenal or the pituitary type 
from the gonad, but it may be said that each type & 
susceptible to certain special diseases. 

It is to the great Frenchman, Claude Bernard, that 
we owe the discovery of these internal secretions & 
i876. Nearly 20 years ago Dr. Charles E. de M. Sajo@s 
of Philadelphia proclaimed the role of the adrénals @ 
giving the blood power to absorb oxygen in the a 
cells of the lungs and convert it into the substance 
needed by the body. In 1914 Dr. E. C. Kendall isolated 
the thyroid hormone, called it thyroxin, proved that ie 
din was its most active constituent. Attempts are BoW 
being made to discover how to manufacture it art 


-O- 


ficially. .And Drs. Henry S. Plummer and Walter 
Boothby of the Mayo clinic at Rochester, Mina. 
(where 25,000 thyroids have been operated oa) 


demonstrated the control the thyroid has over the 
body metabolism. The part the endocrines play & 
mental disorders has been studied especially by Dr. 
Walter Timme, president of the New York Neurological 
Society. 

How small is the quantity of juice secreted by theses 
glands may be judged from the. fact that the adrenals, 
which secrete far more than any others, yield from 
one-ninth to one-third of a fluid ounce every M 
hours, while the total quantity of thyroxin in the 
human body is less than five-thousandths of an ounce. 

It is therefore no wonder that the functions of af 
these organs remained a mystery until half a century 
ago and that 50 years of intensive study is only now 
revealing the real nature of these glands that are 6 
essential to the preservation of human bealth.

utting a Newsboy in America’ S Hall of Fame 


THE STORY OF SCOTTY, YOUNGEST OF OUR ‘SOLDIERS KILLED IN FRANCE 


Only child-of widow, he borrowed long trousers and got past 


the memory of this former 
newsboy. His fellows have 
put up a tablet on the Town 
Hall) commemorating his 
courage, and America’s 
greatest orator came hun- 
dreds of miles to voice, with 
silver tongue and words of 
gold, the glorious high de- 
votion of this street-corner 
urchin. 

For “Scotty” had in him 
the stuff which Americans 
love to honor. He was poor 
and fatherless, but poverty 
did not affect his optimism:

His name was Alfred Edward Scott, but the people 
of Brookline, Mass., who stopped to buy his papers, 
and who knew his cheerful countenance and bright 
gmile, called him “Scotty,” as also did the other boys, 
who said he could “scrap” if he had to.

Living had been a simple thing to “Scot- 

ty,” and dying was equally simple. No _ highflown 

phrases adorned his vocabulary, and none are needed 

to tell how he fell. The kindly friends and strangers 

who now extol bis virtues would say it all. in terms 

that he himself would recognize, if they inscribed upon 
his tomb the words: “Scotty Delivered.” 

He did, in truth, “deliver.” This was so when he 
carried his brave smile and lusty call througb the 
winds and rains that swept his corner, where he stood. 
summer and winter, and when he carried his nickels 
and dimes home to his mother. It was so when he 
told the lie of purest white that got him into the army 
despite his actual years. He “delivered” when his 
anxious superiors purposely gave him kitchen police 
duty in the hope of discouraging him out of the serv- 
ice. And when they found him there behind the log, 
the ghastly ring of dead told with what savage earnest- 
ness this 15-year-old boy had “delivered” ere he died.

There bad been a call for a volunteer for “extra haz- 
ardous” duty. Those who have seen active service in 
the fieid know what this means. The army is con- 
servative in its terms. When an officer says that a job 
is “extra hazardous,” and, instead of crisply ordering 
some man or men to do it, calls for volunteers, there 
is an ominous and deathly silence and a whitening of 
faces. The attitude of those who step forward sug- 
gests the old, immortal shout: “Caesar, those who are 
about to die salute thee!” 

Only, when “Scotty” stepped out and salute@, it was 
probable death from choice, and not by compulsion, 
that he accepted. Perhaps they would not have taken 
him, but he was plainly the man for the job. He had 
earned a right to the title, “man,” and he was deadly 
with the Chauchat machine zun. So they took him. 

The Lieutenant led him, crouching and crawling, to 
the place behind the log, and pointed. “See that path, 
Scotty?” he said. “Not a German must cross it,” and 
there, with the iron instrument of slaughter, he left 
‘Scotty.” 

The Lieutenant had anticipated rightly that it wags an 
important point. He had chosen wisely when he left 
the youthful soldier to guard it. There ere no wit- 
nesses—at least in the United States—to relate what 
followed. Perhaps some maimed German soldier, now 
a peaceful workman or peasant, could remember, out of 
the flaming horrors of that day’s battle, how his com- 
pany approached that narrow path. and could, per- 
haps describe the fierce torrent of steel that streamed 
over the log with sickening precision into the ranks of 
his comrades. Maybe he knows how some desperate 
sharpshooter crept around the flank and stole within 
range of the lone figure, to slience with a shot that 
terrible fusillade. 

His “buddies” found only the mute evidence of 
“Scotty’s”” heroism—the pile of empty cartridges, the 
semicircle of slain and “Scotty’s” own limp and life- 
less frame, with his arms hanging across his gun. 

In sending regrets that he would be unable to at- 
tend the memoria! exercises unveiling the tablet, Vice 
President Coolidge wrote: “Newsboys go everywhere, 
see everything and know everybody. There is no ex- 
perience in which they do not have a part, and no 
life that they do not live. They are Americans. To 
their spirit, to their enterprise, to their courage, to their 
devotion, it is altogether fitting that a memorial should 
be erected bearing the name of one of their number 
who has become immortal.” 

The citation briefly describing “Scotty’s” feat, and 
awarding him the Distinguished Service Cross, 
posthumously, gives the countre’s estimate in which 
his memory is held. But a warmer, more intimate, and, 
in the end, perbaps more inspiring, tribute, is the 
fact that the $2000 which was the cost of the tablet 
was subscribed by the newsboys of Greater Boston—by 
his own “pals’’ and competitors. 

It was executed by Theo Ruggles Kitson, a noted

AMMIE RZESZEWSKI, the 39-year-old chess 
champion, who has been feted and made much 
of by people in high places in the capitals of 
Europe, since he began at the age of 5 to show 
his prowess at chess, and who since his arrival 
in America just a vear ago, has been similar- 
ly made much of in cities all over this coun- 
try, has expressed his preference for St. Louis above all 
the other places he has visited, and decided to stop 
bere, go to school for at least a year, and live as an 
ordinary mortal among us. 

With his father and mother he is now domiciled at 
g hotel, while his manager, Charles Azenburg, and 
interested friends to whom, not only through his 
strange talents but by kis appealing personality, he has 
attracted to himself since his engagement here last 
summer, are casting about for a business connection 
for the father, a home suitable to the family’s modest 
tastes and determining the choice of a school] for 
the lad. 

Azenburg, a native of Lodz, Poland, the birthplace of 
Samniie, was living in London when the far-heralded 
chess prodigy who had been winning 20 games at once 
from chess experts, came there. He was induced 
through friendship for the family and a big-brotherly 
interest in the little boy to undertake the management 
of the American tour. Managing Sammie has proved a 
profitiess undertaking, at best, his earnings consisting 
mainly of purses arranged by necessarily smal] groups 
of chess enthusiasts where he has played, the public 
never supporting the exhibitions to an extent that 
would defray the expenses of the tours. Azenburg, a 
young man whose career had scarcely begun, when he 
discharges himself of the responsibility of getting the 
Rzeszewskis settled here, will return to London or seek 
another venture, and Sammie will be left to pursue the 
relatively uneventful life of the average American boy. 

It has been decided that he shall attend a public 
school ‘as his best opportunity of getting the American 
viewpoint. He-may accept occasional chess engage- 
ments arranged for him, but his friends desire that he 
shall not take part in public exhibitions oftener than 
once a month.

I think with a year 
in the public schools 
of this country, with 
the normal contacts 
of your average 
American boy, his 
mentality will as- 
sume the needed bal- 
ance and with his 
judgment and rea- 
soning faculties al- 
ready developed far 
heyond his vears, he 
may safely be de- 
pended upon to 
choose, and choose 
wisely, the career 
which in after years 
will most appeal to 
him. Then it will be 
time to place him in 
the hands of ex- 
perts.”’ 


It may be that 
geographical advan- 
tages of St. Louis as 
a starting point for 
those occasional 
tours appealed to 
his. manager and 
friends as his resi- 
dence. They all de-. 
clare, however, it 
was Sammie’s own 
choice which was 
deferred to. 

Now, Sammie, by all accounts, is a most remarkable 
child. Columns upon columns of newspaper clippings 
following his short career from the beginning testify 
to his unbeatableness at the intellect-challenging game 
of chess. Sammie’s reasons for preferring Sty Louis 
as a residen’e, however, are worthy of any mere boy, 
not at all a genius. He prefers St. Louis to any other 
city because he has had his best times here. Those 
good times have been in the 
company of Bernard Russack, his 
own age, the only boy chum he 
has known. Bernard is the son 
of S. J. Russack, 4350 McPherson 
avenue.

This debate continues without sign of settlement 
A great majority of the churchmen have refused to 
participate in anything connected with spiritualism. 
but this still leaves a large number who are either 
frankly believers in it or else admit that they are “‘in- 
terested observers. Some of those who have gone over 
to spiritualism have succeeded in taking their congre 
gations with them. Others have been less persuasive, 
and hence less fortunate. In the former cases, the prin- 
tiple of spirit communication has simply been grafted 
onto the regular doctrines of the Episcopal church 

Kecently there has been something of a lull in the 
controversy, but fresh discussion has been precipitafed 
by the announcement of the Rev. Mr. Elliot that he 
made an appointinent with an angel--and kept it. 

Just a few months ago, in an interview which he 
vave lo newspaper men in New York, William Butler 
Yeats, noted Irish poet and playwright, voiced his be- 
lief that within 20 or 30 years the survival of the soul 
after the death of the physical body “will not be a prin- 
ciple accepted by faith but a fact established by act- 
ence 
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“This is a stbject-that I-have been studying for 
many years, said Yeats, ‘and I myself did not become 
convinced until my unspokehb mental questions were 
answered in Greek and Latin by a writing medium who 
knew neither of those languages.” 

A thought-provoking statement by Yeats was his 
belief that the “controi’ which appears as a spirit to 
the medium is not a spirit, but a dreaming state of 
secondary personality, induced by the spirit ag a means 
of communication 

“The mediatorial dream can be influenced either by 
the spirit or by the sitter.” he said it is very sensi- 
tive to suggestion from this side, and may answer 
falsehoods and absurdities in response to questions 
Therefore | think a sharp distinction must be drawn 
between messages which come voluntarily from the 
other side—that is, between those messages in which 
the initial impulse comes from the spirit—and mes- 
Sages recejved in answer to questions from this side

HEN it comes to throwing the bull— 

‘{n Sunny Spain-—there is no one 

greater than Sanches Mejias. How he 

would make out on Broadway is prob- 

lematical, but in the bull ring he is 

regarded as a greater hero than .Gra- 

nero. And in bull-fighting circles that 

is the highest compifment that can be paid to a torero. 

This is all the more surprising for the reason that 
three years ago Sanches Mejias was a poor Andalu- 

ty sian farmhand. But he knows more 
about bulls than anyone in Spain. 

a During his first year in the bull ring 
he is said to have made more than 

a % $100,000 and at San Sebastian I myself

The admirers of Juan Belmonte may 
take exception to this fulsome praise, 
for Belmonte is the idol of hundreds 
of thousands of Spaniards.

ents. Mejias fights on his toes 
and is as light on his feet as a 
boxer. Never in his three years 
before the public has he had to 
make use of the conches on the 
side of the ring where a torero 
may take refuge in time of dan- 
ger. Consequently it is not sur- 


prising that many Spaniards et 
believe he bears a charmed life. 

On Sunday afternoons during 7” 
August and September everyone at San Se- 
bastian who has the price goes to the Plaza 
de Toros. For bull fighting is the national 
sport of Spain, just as eating is the king of 
outdoor and indoor sporis in Germany and 
making love the national pastime of the citfens 
of the French republic. There are more. than 
14,000 seats in the new bull ring, which is one of the 
largest and finest in all Spain. However, on fiesta 
days these are not half enough. The Sunday afternoon 
[ visited it I had to fight my way through a crowd as 
dense as any rush-hour Brooklyn Bridge crush. How- 
ever, it was worth it, for on a fiesta day at the Plaza 
de Toros one sees how San Sebastian enjoys itself. 

San Sebastian, you may or may not know, is the 
queen of Spanish watering places. From the middle 
sf August until the end of September it is the sum- 
mer home of the Spanish court, with the result that 
it is the most fashionable resort in Spain. King At- 
fonso spends many weeks here at his palace overlook- 
ing the bay, and the Queen Mother, Maria Cristina, 
lives here most of the year. For while August and 
September are the most fashionable months at other 
places. San Sebastian is an all-year-round resort. 

Certainly there is no more beautiful seaside resort 
in the world than this summer home of Spanish roy- 
alty. For natural beauty it even surpasses Monte 
Carlo, but as it is located in Spain it is only a name to 
the majority of American travelers. Of course, many 
smart French and a fairly large number of smart En- 
glich people “do” San Sebastian every vear, but it has 
yet to become Americanized like Deauville or the 
Riviera. 

If one has reached Biarritz it is nothing short of 
criminal to remain away from San Sebastian despite 
the obstacles the Spanish authorities put in one’s 
way. It is only a three-hour trip by train from Biar- 
ritz, and while $10 for the Spanish visa seems high, it 
is worth it. In this connection it should be remem- 
bered that our own State Department is responsible for 
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admiration for his peculiar tal- - 
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this charge. We raised our ante to 10 bones and it is 
only natural that Spain should retaliate. For 
Czecho-Slovakia and some of them other jazzy coun-

tries of Central Europe to charge $10 to enter their 
borders is an imposition, for they have nothing like 
San Sebastian to offar the American. 

Here is one of the most moderr and most inviting 
little cities in the world—as immaculate as any Ger- 


man or Swiss resort-—located on a beautiful bay of 
the bluest of blue water and surrounded by the greenest 
of green mountains. It has a beach that offers the 
best bathing in Europe, a Casino second only to the 
establishment at Monte Carlo, and other attractions 
that place it not only at the head of Spanish resorts but 
among the three or four “finest spots in the world.” 

For in addition to its great natural beauty San Se- 
bastian pulsates with life and color. There is move- 
ment on its streets and boulevards. Its inhabitants 
walk with quickened step and there is a “snap” about 
everything that is in decided contrast with the easy- 
going Swiss and German resorts. Old Spain may be 
“lazy and languorous, Dut San Sebastian, it must be re- 
membered, is “new Spain.” It ig the new Spain in its 
best dress and its most inviting air. 

The first thing one does after crossing the frontier at 
Fuenterrabra is to get a flock of pesetas. Eight for a 
dollar is what I got the day I went to San Sebastian, 
and the most surprising thing about them is that they 
go a long way in Spain. For an American San Sebas- 
tian is not as cheap as Raden Baden, but it is decidedly 
inexpensive compared with French resorts. 

One can stop at the Maria Cristina, the smartest 
hotel in San Sebastian, for 30 pesetas a day—less than 
$i—and everything else, whether it is a luncheon at 
the Continental, on the Paseo de la Concha, a 
dinner at Monte Igueldo or a motor ride, is on 
the same moderate scale—for one ~- with dollars. 
In New York one often hears Americans sneer 
at the dollar, but a trip to Europe makes one appreci- 
ate what wonderful money it is. Especially is this 
true in San Sebastian. For 8 pesetas uncorks a lot of 
joy—liquid and otherwise. Take my inside informa- 
tion on this point. 

San Sebastian awfKens late. For it is always the 
morning after the “night before.” ‘“Breakfast’’ is 
an 11 or 12 o'clock repast in true Spanish fashion. 
Coffee—in my case rich Spanish chocolate—is taken-in 
bed or a few steps away from it. Spanish gentlemen— 
like American gentlemen in the bright ages—-feel like 
me, two sticks, early in the morning. 

A San Sebastian “breakfast” at a little outdoor table 
at the Cafe Rhin on the Avenida de la Libertad satis- 
fies all the senses. At that hour San Sebastian’s main 
‘treet is alive with high-powered cars, officers in high 
‘collars and highly perfumed ladies. At every other 
seaside resort this hour would find the smart set on 
the beach, but at San Sebastia& “beach stuff’ is left 
to the children. The Playa de Banyos, as the wonder- 
ful sandy shore is called, is dotted with them—and 
their nurses. In sunny Spain it is not true 
that “the rich get richer and the poor get

The Gran Casino at San Sebastian is an imposing 
pile designed by the same architect who built the 
Casino at Monte Carlo. It offers everything that Monte 
Carlo offers—and a little more—for if you care to play 
roulette before 4 o’clock in the afternoon there’s only
